SOJOURNER TRUTH, THE LIBYAN SIBYL. 

BY MBS. HARRIET BEECHER STOWE,

Many years ago, the few readers of radical Aboli¬ 
tionist papers must often have seen the singular 
name of Sojourner Truth, announced as a frequent 
speaker at anti-slavery meetings, and as travelling 
on a sort of self-appointed agency through the coun¬ 
try I had myself often remarked the name, but 
never met the individual. On one occasion, when 
our house was filled with company, several eminent 
clergymen being our guests, notice was brought up 
to me that Sojourner Truth was below, and requested 
an interview. Knowing nothing of her but her sin¬ 
gular name, I went down, prepared to make the in¬ 
terview short, as the pressure of many other engage¬ 
ments demanded. 

When I went into the room, a tall, spare form 
arose to meet me. She was evidently a full-blooded 
African, and though now aged and worn with many 
hardships, still gave the impression of a physical 
development which in early youth must have been a 
fine a specimen of the torrid zone as Cumberworth 
celebrated statuette of the Negro Woman at the 
Fountain. Indeed, she so strongly reminded me of | 
that figure, that, when I recall the events of her life, 
as she narrated them to me, I imagine her as a liv¬ 
ing, breathing, impersonation of that work of art. 

I do not recollect ever to have been conversant 
with any one who had more of that silent and subtle 
power which wo call personal presence than this 
woman. In the modern Spiritualistic phraseology, 
she would be described as having a strong sphere. 
Her tall form, as she rose up before me, is still vivid 
to my mind. She was dressed in some stout, grayish 
stuff, neat and clean, though dusty from travel. On 
her head she wore a bright Madras handkerchief, 
arranged as a turban, after the manner of her race. 
She seemed perfectly self-possessed and at her case¬ 
in fact, there was almost an unconscious superiority, 
not unmixed with a solemn twinkle of humor, in the 
odd, composed manner in which she looked down on 
me. Her whole air had at times a gloomy sort of 
drollery which impressed one strangely. 

“ So, this is you" she said. 

“ Yes,” I answered,

She would come up into the parlor, 
and sit among pictures and ornaments, in her simple 
stuff gowfc, with her heavy travelling-shoes, the cen¬ 
tral objecBsf attention both to parents and children, 
always reat^Hb talk or to sing, and putting into the 
common flow of conversation the keen edge of some 
shrewd remark.

' - on tbe tropical fervor and luxuriance of Scrip- 
imagery as something native; he appears to 
feel himself to be of the same blood with those old 
burning, simple souls, the patriarchs, prophets, and 
seers, whoso impassioned words seem only grafted 
as foreign plants on the cooler stock of the Occiden¬ 
tal mind. 

I cannot but think that Sojourner with the same 
culture might have spoken words as eloquent and 
undying as those of the African Saint Augustine or 
Tertullian. How grand and queenly a woman she 
might have been, with her wonderful physical vigor, 
her great heaving sea of emotion, her power of 
spiritual conception, her quick penetration, and her 
boundless energy 1 We might conceive an African 
type of woman so largely made and moulded, 
much fuller in all the elements of life, physical and 
spiritual, that the dark hue of the skin should seem 
only to add an appropriate charm—as Milton says of 
his Penseroso, whom he imagines 

“ Black, but such as in esteem 
Prince Memnon’s sister might beseem, 

Or that starred Ethiop queen that strove 
To set her beauty’s praise above 
The sea-nymph’s.”

She 
sang with the strong barbaric accent of the native 
African, and with those indescribable upward turns 
and those deep gutturals which give such a wild, 
peculiar power to the negro singing—but above all, 
with such an overwhelming energy of personal 
appropriation that the hymn seemed to be fused in 
the furnace of her feelings and come out recrystal¬ 
lized as a production of her own. 

It is said that Rachel was wont to chant the 
« Marseillaise ” in a manner that made her seem, for 
the time, the very spirit and impersonation of the 
gaunt, wild, hungry, avenging mob which rose 
against aristocratic oppression ; and in like manner, 
Soiourner, singing this hymn, seemed to impersonate 
the fervor of Ethiopia, wild, savage, hunted of all 
nations, but burning after God in her tropic heart, 
and stretching her scarred hands towards the glory

An' I told ’em I had Bloom- 
enough while I was in bondage. You see,” she 
said, “ dey used to weave what dey called nigger- 
cloth, an’ each one of us got jes’ sech a strip, an’ had 
to wear it width-wise. Them that was short got 

along pretty well, but as for me ”-- She gave an 

indescribably droll glance at her long limbs and then 

us, and added, “ Tell you, I had enough of Bloom- 

s in them days.” 

Sojourner then proceeded to give her views of the 
relative capacity of the sexes, in her own way. 

“ S’pose a man’s mind holds a quart, an’ a woman’s 
don’t hold but a pint; ef her pint is/unit’s as good 
as his quart.” 

Sojourner was fond of singing an extraordinary 
lyric, commencing— 

“ I’m on my way to Canada, 

That cold, but happy land ; 

The dire effects of slavery 
I can no longer stand. 

0 righteous Father, 

Do look down on me, 

And help me on to Canada, 

Where colored folks are free! ’ 

The lyric ran on to state, that, when the fugitive 
crosses the Canada line, 

“ The Queen comes down unto the shore, 

With arras extended wide, 

To welcome the poor fugitive 
Safe onto Freedom’s side.” 

In the truth thus set forth she seemed to have the 
most simple faith. 

But her chief delight was to talk of “ glory,” and 
to sing hymns whose burden was, 

“ 0 glory, glory, glory. 

Won’t you come along with me ? ” 
and when left to herself, she would often bum these 
with great delight, nodding her head. 

On one occasion, I remember her sitting at a 
dow singing and fervently keeping time with her 
head, the little black Puck of a grandson meanwhile 
amusing himself with ornamenting her red-and-yel- 
low turban with green dandelion curls, which shook 
and trembled with her emotions, causing him perfect 
convulsions of delight. 

“ Sojourner,” said the Professor to her, one day, 
when he heard her singing, “ you seem to be very 
sure about heaven.” 

“ Well, I be,” she answered, triumphantly. 

“ What makes you so sure there is any heaven? 

“Well,’cause I got such a hankerin’ arter it i; 
here," she said, giving a thump on her breast with 
her usual energy. 

There was at the time an invalid in the house, and 
Sojourner, on learning it ; felt a mission to go and 
comfort her. It was curious to see the tall, gaunt, 
dusky figure stalk up to the bed with such an air of 
conscious authority, and take on herself the office of 
consoler with such a mixture of authority and ten¬ 
derness. She talked as from above—and at the same 
time, if a pillow needed changing or any office to be 
rendered, she did it with a strength and handiness 
that inspired trust. One felt as if the dark, strange 
woman were quite able to take up the invalid in her 
bosom, and bear her as a lamb, both physically and 
spiritually. There was both power and sweetness ' 
that great warm soul and that vigorous frame. 

At length, Sojourner, true to her name, departed. 
She had her mission elsewhere. Where now she is I 
know not; but she left deep memories behind her. 

To these recollections of my own I will add or 
more anecdote, related by Wendell Phillips. 

Speaking of the power of Rachel to move and bear 
down a whole audience by a few simple words, he 
said he never knew but one other human being that 
had that power, and that other was Sojourner Truth. 
He related a scene of which be was witness. It was 
at a crowded public meeting in Paneuil Hall, where 
Frederick Douglass was one of the chief speakers. 
Douglass had been describing the wrongs of the 
black race, and as he proceeded, he grew more and 
more excited, and finally ended by saying that they 
had no hope of justice from the whites, no possible 
hope, except in their own right arms. It must come 
to blood; they must fight for themselves, and redeem 
themselves, or it would never be done. 

Sojourner was sitting, tall and. dark, on the very 
front seat, facing the platform ; and in the hush of| 
deep feeling, after Douglass sat down, she spoke out,' 


a“wave of the sea,‘her memory still 
nves ... of the loftiest and most original works 
of modern art, the Libyan Sibyl, by Mr. Story, which 
attracted so much attention in the late World’s Exhi¬ 
bition. Some years ago, when visiting Rome, I 
related Sojourner’s history to Mr. Story at a break- 
at his house. Already had his mind begun to 
to Egypt in search of a ty pe of art which should 
represent a larger and more vigorous development of 
nature than the cold elegance of Greek lines. His 
glorious Cleopatra was then in process of evolution, 
and his mind was working out the problem of her 
broadly developed nature, of all that slumbering 
weight and fulness of passion with which this statue 
seems charged, as a heavy thunder-cloud is charged 
with electricity. 

The history of Sojourner Truth worked in his 
mind and led him into the deeper recesses of the 
African nature—those unexplored depths of being 
and feeling, mighty and dark as the gigantic depths 
of tropical forests, mysterious as the hidden rivers 
and mines of that burning continent whose life-his¬ 
tory is yet to be. A few days after, he told me that I 
he had conceived the idea of a statue which he 
should call the Libyan Sibyl. Two years subse¬ 
quently, I revisited Rome, and found the gorgeous 
Cleopatra finished, a thing to marvel at, as the crea* 
tion of a new style of beauty, a new manner of art. 
Mr. Story requested me to come and repeat to him 
the history of Sojourner Truth, saying that the con¬ 
ception had never left him. I did so ; and a day or 
two after, he showed me the clay model of the Libyan 
Sibyl. I have never seen the marble statue; but am 
told by those who have, that it was by far the most 
impressive work of art at the Exhibition. 

A notice of the two statues from the London Athe¬ 
naeum must supply a description which I cannot 
give: 

“ The Cleopatra and the Sibyl are seated, partly 
draped, with the characteristic Egyptian gown, that 
gathers about the torso and falls freely around the 
limbs ; the first is covered to the bosom, the second 
bare to tbe hips. Queenly Cleopatra rests back 
against her chair in meditative ease, leaning her 
cheek against one hand, whose elbow the rail of the 
seat sustains ; the other is outstretched upon her 
knee, nipping its forefinger upon the thumb thought¬ 
fully, as though some firm, wilful purpose filled her 
brain, as it seems to set those luxurious features to a 
smile as if the whole woman ‘ would.’ Upon her 
head is the coif, bearing in front the mystic urceus, 
or twining basilisk of sovereignty, while from its 
sides depend the wide Egyptian lappels, or wings, 
that fall upon her shoulders. The Sibilla Libica has 
crossed her knees—an actios universally held amongst 
the ancients as indicative of reticence or secrecy, 
and of power to bind. A secret-keeping looking 
dame she is, in the full-bloom proportions of rij 
womanhood, wherein choosing to place his figure tl 
sculptor has deftly gone between the disputed point 
whether these women were blooming and wise in 
youth, or deeply furrowed with age and burdened 
with the knowledge of centuries, as Virgil, Livy and 
Gellius say. Good artistic example might be quoted 
both sides. Her forward elbow is propped upon 
...3 knee ; and to keep her secrets closer, for this 
Libyan woman is the closest of all the Sibyls, she 
rests hes shut mouth upon one closed palm, as if 
holding the African mystery deep in the brooding 
brain that looks out through mournful, warning 
eyes, seen under the wide shade of the strange horned 
(ammonite) crest, that bears the mystery of the Tetra- 
grammaton upon its upturned front. Over her full 
bosom, mother of myriads as she was, hangs the 
same symbol. Her face has a Nubian cast, her hair 
wavy and plaited, as is meet.” 

We hope to see the day when copies both of the 
Cleopatra and the Libyan Sibyl shall adorn the Capi¬ 
tol at Washington.

S'D HIS VINDICATION OF THE AMERICAN CAUSE IN 
ENGLAND. 

The feelings and opinions of the people of England 

regard to the struggle in this country for the main¬ 
tenance of free institutions against the uprising of a 
slave oligarchy, are no longer problematical. Erom 
one end of the kingdom to the other—in every con¬ 
siderable city, town, or village—popular gatherings 
are testifying, in the most emphatic manner, and with 
surprising unanimity, in laudation of President Lin¬ 
coln, and in favor of the American government; and 
also expressing the strongest abhorrence of negro 
slavery and all its confederate abettors. Neither the 
wily artifices of Southern emissaries on their soil, nor 
the mercenary efforts of purchased journals to mis¬ 
lead them, concerning the true issue between the 
j contending parties, have availed aught. It is evident 
that Sharpe, and Wilberforce, and Clarkson, and 
Macaulay, and Buxton, did not labor simply for tbeir 
day and generation. These sublime and inspiring 
manifestations are the voice of the British people to 
the British government—a voice which that govern¬ 
ment will not dare to disregard. 

Of course, various causes and instrumentalities 
have conspired to produce this wide-spread and con¬ 
current expression of British sympathy and support. 
Much of it is due to the speeches and writings of such 
men as John Stuart Mill, John Bright, Perronet 
Thompson and Rev. Newman Hall. But it is not to 
disparage any of these efficient colaborers to say, 
that to no one is so much credit due for this magnifi¬ 
cent result as to George Thompson. Understanding 
the whole American question better than any other 
Englishman, having made himself familiar by thirty 
years’ investigation with all the facts pertaining to 
the rise, progress, nature, grasping power, haughty 
usurpation, horrible perfidy, and desperate aim for 
universal dominion of the Slave Power in Jbis coun¬ 
try, he has voluntarily consecrated his time, strength, 
and remarkable powers of speech, for the last six 
months, to the work of enlightenios his countrymen 
on tbe subject of the War. He has lectured with 
signal ability, in every part of the kingdom—address¬ 
ed tens of thousands of people^—elicited multitudinous 
expressions of private and public condemnation of 
the Southern conspiracy, and of good-will toward I 
President Lincoln and his Administration—and per¬ 
formed an amount of labor, the value of which can¬ 
not easily be computed. This is the more noteworthy, 
inasmuch as Mr. Thompson’s visits to this country, 
some years since, were attended with insult, persecu¬ 
tion and danger in every direction at the North; and 
be had much to remember which was not calculated 
to excite gratifying reflections. But conscious that, 
however misunderstood, misrepresented, or outraged, 
he was always the true friend of America, he has 
blotted out the past, forgotten all personal grievances, 
rushed to our rescue in the hour of peril, and secured 
to our side all that is worth having among those 
whose boast still justly is, that “ slaves cannot breathe 
in England.” 

The time has come, we think, when justice and 
gratitude alike demand of all loyal, freedom-loving 
Americans some expression or testimonial at their 
hands, indicative of their appreciation of the eminent 
service be has rendered to our government in these 
perilous times. 

In this connection a brief biographical sketch of 
Mr. Thompson will be interesting to our'readers. 

He was born in Liverpool, June 9,1804, and, ( 
sequently, is in the 59th year of his age. When 
years old, he accompanied his parents to London, and 
has ever since made that city his abode. 

In youth, he began to exhibit that debating and 
elocutionary talent for which he has since made him¬ 
self famous. His attention being drawn to the strug¬ 
gle going on for the abolition of British colonial 
slavery, he offered his services to the London Anti- 
Slavery Society as a lecturing agent, was accepted, 


and by bis electric eloquence iramediately made so 
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from the field. The combatants bad 
counter at Manchester—then at Livcrp°<>l; Ldmbur 
Glasgow and other towns in England 
—Borthwick ultimately retreating, utteYly dmeotnfit- 
ted, and unable to face the moral disgust and indig- 
nation excited by his course. Mr. 1 hompson acquit¬ 
ted himselt with such extraordinary ab “ *£’[ aaU n ;° 
such general acceptance, that the citizens of Ldmbnrg 
presented him with an elegant service of plate. A 
similar token of regard was tendered by the citizens 

Tile 8 passage of the Abolition Act by Parliament, 
ju 1838, was largely owing to the thorough rousing 
of the moral and religious sentiment of LugUna by 
the powerful appeals of this orator. At that time, 
he intended to qualify himself for the Nog 11811 ba [> 
and had he done so would unquestionably have at¬ 
tained distinction in his profession. ae . 1 was 
strongly solicited, in behalf of the American Aboli¬ 
tionists, to visit the United States, for the purpose of 
aiding the infant cause of abolition in this country. 

Turning his back upon his well-earned popularity at 
home, and then abandoning all hope of professional 
eminence, he accepted the overture, and sailed with 
his family for New York in August, 1834. On his 
arrival in this city—so prompt was the pro-slavery 
spirit to meet his advent—he was refused accommo¬ 
dations at every respectable hotel 1 From that time 
until his departure in December, 1835, be lectured m 
favor of Immediate Emancipation with indefatigable 
perseverance, intrepidity and power, in various parts 
of the country, but chiefly in New England. He was 
branded as a paid emissary, sent over by the British 
government to destroy the American Union, his pock¬ 
ets lined with gold 1—though it would have been diffi¬ 
cult to have found a spare dime in them. Every¬ 
where he had to encounter violence ; paid abductors 
and even hired assassins were on his track, as hunt¬ 
ers after a wild beast 1 But if his appeals had been 
heeded at that time, there had been no civil war now ! 

On his return home in January, 1836, a handsome 
subscription in honor of his services, at home and 
abroad, was contributed by the leading philanthro¬ 
pists in the kingdom. 

He immediately began agitating for the abolition 
of that pernicious remnant of West India slavery, 
negro apprenticeship; and had the satisfaction of 
seeing bis labors crowned with success in 1838. For 
this service he received the thanks of Lord Brougham 
in the House of Lords, on the 16th of July of that 
year. Himself one of the most eloquent of orators, 

Lord B., at a public meeting, paid Mr. Thompson the 
following compliment: 

“ I have always great pleasure in listening to Mr. Thomp¬ 
son, who is tbe most eloquent man and the most accom¬ 
plished orator whom I know ; and as I hove no opportu¬ 
nity of hearing him where he ought to speak, inside 
walls of Parliament, l am anxious never 
tunity of hearing' him, where alone I 
meeting like the present.”' 

Mr. Thompson next espoused the cause of the 
oppressed natives of India against the rapacity of 
the Bast India Company. He assisted in the forma 
tion. of British India Societies, and lectured exten¬ 
sively “ on the condition, resources and prospects of 
British India, and the duties and responsibilities to 
do justice to that vast empire.” 

In 1841, Mr. Thompson entered the Court of Pro¬ 
prietors of East India Stock, and under the privi¬ 
leges of his new position powerfully vindicated the 
Rajah of Sattara—advocated the extension of the 
permanent Revenue Settlement to the Upper Pro¬ 
vinces:—and opposed the Affghan war. Repelling 
the ungenerous insinuation, that he was the appointed 
and feed advocate of the dethroned prince, he nobly 
replied—■“ If the advocate of the Rajah, I am his 
unknown and unbought advocate. My name, if 
uttered in his ears, would be an unmeaning sound. 

I hope for nothing from his gratitude, as I fear 
nothing from the displeasure of those from whom 
I differ.” 

Mr. Thompson next gave his advocacy to the anti- 
Corn law movement in 1842, the triumph of which 
was greatly owing to his untiring exertions, as well 
as to the labors of Cobden, Bright, Wilson, and their 
associates. For the service, thus rendered, he was 
presented with a piece of plate at Southampton, in 
the presence of four thousand spectators. The Corn 
law monopolists endeavored to secure him on their 
side by promising to put him in a position of pecuni¬ 
ary independence, and to advance any political ob¬ 
ject he might cherish! Of course he spurned the 
bribe, and held fast to his integrity. 

In 1849, Mr. Thompson was elected a member of 
Parliament from the Tower Hamlets, though opposed 
by the whole influence of the government, 
good service by his voice and jajag 
reform. 

In 1850,he made a recreative visit to this country’, _ 

and, though not designing to enter into the lecturing ^Snree™ 1 

field, occupied his time mainly in lectures upon Brit- // HANDS of eaper i 0r quality, feet for 

ish India and American slavery. 1 •' * — - -* *•—*--*•— n 

Subsequently he took a voyage to India, and 
remained there investigating the condition of the 
natives until his health broke down, when he re¬ 
turned home in a paralytic state, from which it was 
supposed he could not recover. After protracted 
helplessness he gradually regained the use of his 
limbs, and has since been able to perform considera¬ 
ble labor, though not with his pristine vigor. The 
American struggle, however, seems to have rejuve¬ 
nated his physical and mental powers, and his recent 
speeches have been characterized by his old elo¬ 
quence and inspiration. 

Last month, the friends of Mr. Thompson gave a 
soiree in his honor at the Whittington Club, London, 
the Right Hon. Lord Teynham in the chair. The 
address to him said: 

Especially have you renewed the admiration and 
esteem of countless, friends oa both sides of the Atlantic 
by the orations that, during the last two years, have so 
greatly helped to revive in England the old anti-slavery 
ardor, and to vindicate the great American people from 
the charges by which it is sought to gain British sympathy 
for the Southern slaveholding rebels. You have by these 
labors shown yourself the equal friend of both nations, 
and alike of liberty and peace. Wo earnestly trust you 
will live to enjoy the fullest reward of those priceless and 
disinterested services, live not only to represent the English 
people in their national council, but to receive in Washing¬ 
ton the thanks of a Congress gathered from all quarters of 
the Republican territory, and legislating for a common¬ 
wealth that contains neither a rebel nor a slave.” 

We bring our sketch to a close by quoting the lan¬ 
guage of another : “ May the God who has been his 
guide and protector hitherto, and thrown over him 
his shield in the hour of peril, and made him the 
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of suffering humanity, still be his conductor and 
defense, and make him yet more abundantly honored 
and useful I And when at last he ceases to labor 
and to live, may the Indian and the Negro hold in 
equal and grateful affection the memory of the labors 
and triumphs of George Thompson I ”
